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Let There Be No Strife 


D. F. BALDREE 


“And Abram said unto Lot, Let there 
be no strife, I pray thee, between me 
and thee, and between my herdsmen and 
thy herdsmen; for we be brethren,” 
Gen. 13:8. 


Abraham’s decision was final and his 
reason was that there be no strife exist- 
ing between him and his brethren, “for 
we be brethren.” “Love as brethren,” 1 
Pet. 3:8. Strife was dangerous for them; 
it would result in immediate discord and 
discontented hearts for them all. Abra- 
ham had rather take the chance of ma- 
terial loss, take the second choice, run 
the risk of small profits though the la- 
bor be greater, than to allow the onlook- 
ing Canaanites and Perizzites and _ ll 
other “ites” to see any strife among the 
people of God. What a reproach it would 
have been for strife to have existed! 
Their lack of unity would have been 
the enemy’s opportuntiy. It could have 
been said, “Look at these fellows; they 
claim to be servants of the God of heav- 
en, and see the strife, see their wrang- 
ling; it will not be long till they will 
come to naught.” But Abraham was de- 
termined on his part that there would be 
no strife, for he had desired (rejoiced, 
John 8:56) to see the day of the Son of 
God, and though it took time, he worked 
out his salvation and proved that he had 
no strife in his heart, in that he rescued 
his kinsman from the oppressor, even at 
the risk of his own life, thus proving to 
all the “ites” and “isms” that his broth- 
er’s interest was still his own, gained the 
victory, regained the loss, accept¢d no 
reward nor wages except expense and 
enough to pay tithes and was met by one 
whom he desired to see, who was worthy 
to receive tithes and able to pronounce 
the blessings of the most High God 
upon him. Instead of criticism from en- 
emies, he rec€ived blessings. from the 


most high God! 


“Let there be no strife.” “Let noth- 
ing be done through strife or vain 
glory,” Phil. 2:3. Strife comes by the 
way of bitter envying. The fear of riv- 
alry works jealousy and envy. The yoke 
of companionship will prevent all these 
and the effect was “we see Jesus,” not 
“we would see Him.” The Greeks (John 
12:20, 21) desired to see Jesus but it 
seemed to be a day of strife and we do not 
know that they saw Him that day. 
Heb. 2:8, “But now we se€ Jesus,” was 
spoken after a recognition of the fact 
that all men are failures within them- 
selves, Within ourselves we may feel 
that we have the right to choose our 
territory, or defend our cause from our 


personal viewpoints, but not so with 
Abraham. He wanted to see the Son of 
God. Note Heb. 7:1-8, also John 8:56. 

“But if ye have bitter envying and 
strife in your hearts, glory not, and lic 
not against the truth,” James 3:14; also 
see verses 15 and 16. We may have a 
point to argue or an excuse to make but 
it is safe to follow Abraham’s example 
if we would see Jesus. Abraham se€med 
to be in the minority but as some one 
else has said, “Though I am in the mi- 
nority and right, I will some day be in 
the majority.” One brother wrote, “We 
need more tears and less politics.” If we 
execute right principles, we will have 
more tears which will be more effective 
among the unsaved. Strife is gone from 
between true yoke fellows. Strife “galls 
the neck.” Strife is carnality. 1 Cor. 3: 
3. “For ye are yet carnal: for whereas 
there is among you envying, and _ strife, 
and division (factions, Mar.), are ye 
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not carnal, and walk as men?” (“Ac- 
cording to man,” says the margin. Com- 
pare Eph. 2:2. “According to the course 
of this world.” “According to the prince 
of the power of the air,” etc.) Strife is 
murderous, is enmity to God, is not sub- 
ject to the law of God and can not be 
blended in among saints, Romans 8:6, 
ie 

Abraham’s choice—rejected (crucify) 
strife, considered his brother’s best in- 
terest, was spiritually-minded for he de- 
sired to see the Son of God, life and 
peace, present and eternally. 

Prevention— 

Cast out the scorner (crucify self), 
and contention shall go out, yea, strife 
and reproach shall cease. Prov. 22:10. 

A point of order with wisdom should 
help keep strife out of assemblies, coun- 
cils, and conferences. Walking in the 
light will keep it out of the rank and 
file of the ministry and laymen. “We 
be brethren with fellowship.” Compare 
Gen. 13:8 and 1 John 1:7. 

Godly jealousy is not herein attacked,

And Election Sure 
2 Peter 1:10 

It is very clear that all who would be 
saved must seek God on the terms of the 
gospel. Jesus came into the world to seek 
and to save the lost. Matt. 1:21. 

1. Every believer on Jesus has eternal 
life. John 3:36. 

2. This eternal life is a present pos- 
session, 1 John 5:12. 

3. Those who receive this great pos- 
session are transformed in heart and life.

While the believers, those born again, 
those who do the will of God, and are 
called the children of God, etc., all in 
the present tense; are termed “the 
saved,” yet there is another sense in 
which the word “saved” is used. 

1. Jesus said to His disciples, in speak- 
ing of conditiors to be met in the fu- 
ture, “But he that shall endure unto the 
end the same shall be saved” (Matt. 24: 
13). Such language could certainly ap- 
ply to no sinner or backslider, but only 
to His true followers. No matter what 
they are now, to be saved finally they 
must @€ndure to the end. This certainly 
implies that some would not endure to 
the end and therefore would be __ lost 
eternally. 

2. In addressing the Hebrew Chris- 
tians the writer of this epistle assures 
them that we are Christ’s house “if we 
hold fast the confidence and the re- 
joicing of the hope firm unto the end” 
(Heb. 3:6). Nor are we to suppose that 
sinners, backsliders, or even seekers after 
God are thus addressed, but these He- 
brews are called “brethren,” “partakers 
of Christ,” they have that “hope” as 
“an anchor of the soul, both sure and 
steadfast, and which entereth into that 
within the veil” (ch. 6:19), ard with all 
this, if they are to constitute any part 
of Christ’s house, they must “hold fast” 
“unto the end.” It follows that the 
apostle supposed it possible that these 
Hebrews would not hold fast to the end.

and in such case they would not con- 
tinue to be Christ’s house, although they 
were once so. 

3. The receiving of the “crown of 
life” referred to in Rev. 2:10 was con- 
tingent on being “faithful unto death.” 
Although in the midst of tribulations 
and suffering caused by false doctrines 
and Satanic opposition, yet there were 
some in this church at Smyrna who 
were pure gold, but their final redemp- 
tion and corcnation are only made sure 
as they “hold fast to the end.” 

4. In Tim. 4:16 Timothy is made to 
know that in taking heed to himself and 
to the doctrine, and “in continuing 
therein,” he shall save himself and _ his 
hearers. Here it is certain that Timothy 
is a true follower of Jesus, but to make 
it safely into the everlasting kingdom 
he must persevere to the end of life. 

With these plain statements of scrip- 
ture and many others that could be 
cited, my brethren, it seems clear 
enough that the child of God is n€ver 
beyond danger until he lands safely in- 
side the heavenly portals. If there is no 
danger of falling away after one ‘s 
saved, why so many exhortations to hold 
on, and so many warnings against et¢r- 
nal loss? Why should John warn the 
children of God lest they be ashamed 
before Jesus at His coming (1 John 2: 
28), or lose what they have obtained 
(2 John 8; Rev. 2:25), or even their 
crown (Rev. 3:11)? Why should Peter 
warn of a terrible adversary ready to de- 
vour (1 Peter 5:8), and of a sure rem- 
edv against falling (2 Peter 1:10), and 
tell of some who forsook the right way 
(2 Peter 2:15), denied the Lord who 
beught them (2 Peter 2:1), bringing 
swift destruction upon themselves and 
others who turned back, whose ending 
was worse than the beginning, and who 
would have been better never to have 
known the way of righteousness (2 
Peter 2:20) ? 

Then St. Paul’s epistles are one con- 
tinuous exhortation to obedience and 
close conformity to the teachings of Je- 
sus, with warnings to those who would 
fail. He labors to keep from being a 
“castawav” himself (1 Cor. 9:27), 
warns others against falling (1 Cor. 10: 
12), refers to the cutting off of ancient 
Israel through unbelief as an example 
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(Rom. 11:20), tells of some who denied 
the faith (1 Tim. 5:8), some who erred 
from it (1 Tim. 6:10), some who de- 
parted from it (1 Tim. 4:1), and of 
others who made horrible shipwreck of 
it (1 Tim. 1:20). 

In Hebrews is a terrible picture of the 
backslider (Heb. 6:4, 5). No one could 
say such a character was never saved. 
Look at the description: he is (1) en- 
lightened, (2) tastes the heavenly gift, 
(3) a partaker of the Holy Ghost, (4) 
has tasted the good Word of God, (5) 
the powers of the world to come. It 
seems too horrible to think that such an 
one would fall away and be forever lost, 
but this is God’s Word. There are very 
explicit warnings in this epistle against 
falling away. “Take heed, brethren, lest 
there be in any of you an evil heart of 
unbelief, in departing from the living 
God” (ch. 3:12). Israel’s falling is giv- 
en as an example of unbelief. (Read ch. 
4:11.) “How shall we escape if we neg- 
lect so great salvation”? (ch, 2:3). 
“Let us hold fast our profession” (ch. 
4:14). “And we desire that every one of 
you do shew the same diligence to the 
full assurance of hope unto the end” 
(ch. 6:11). They are warned that those 
who draw back do so at their soul’s peril. 
‘They are exhorted to hold on to their 
confidence (ch. 10:35, 38). 

How wonderful it would be if all 
who begin in the way would hold on to 
the end, but they do not, and never 
have. We are told that those who are 
saved and fall away will all finally come 
back. I know of no scriptural proof of 
this and from observation I am_ con- 
vinced to the contrary, They say if one 
be God’s he can never be anything but 
His son, and if a sheep we can never be 
a goat. But a son may leave his father’s 
home and care, and a sh€ep may stray 
away and be eaten by wolves. And they 
tell us that no one can pluck us out of 
our Father’s hand, and that is very true, 
but the seducing spirit of the enemy 
may dec@ive one and cause him to go 
away cf his own accord. Man is still on 
probation and acts on his own will. He 
can only be saved as he makes choice of 
Jesus for himself, and those who love 
and serve the Lord on earth do so be- 
cause of their own p€rsonal choice, dy 
using the means of grace which God has 
provided for them in the gospel of Je- 
sus.

NORTHWEST BIBLE AND MUSIC ACADEMY TO OPEN NOVEMBER 23 


I am sure that the readers of the Church of God Evangel 
will be interested to know the time of the opening of the 
Northwest Bible and Music Academy and some things re- 
garding our program for the ensuing school year. 

First, we wish to say that the above picture is a portion 
of the student body of the Northwest Bible and Music 
Academy which is located in Minot, N. Dak. This picture was 
taken in our spacious school building. Our motto is, “The Old 
Faith, The Old Book.” The class of 1935 and ’36 was named 
“The Trail Blazers,” and truly they have been true to their 
name since the close of school. They have gone east and 
west, north and south, heralding the message of Jesus and 
His love. As a result of their going into these new fields 
and remote districts, a number have been saved, and the 
Church of God in the great Northwest has made the great- 
est progress this year of any previous year in its history. 

At a later date the superintendent of the school, Brother 
F. W. Lemons, will give full data about the faculty, cur- 
riculum, etc. 

We are pleased to announce that this year the school 
will open at 9:00 A. M., November 23, 1936. However, the 
opening of the school will be preceded by the district conven- 
tion of the Minot district, which convention opens Saturday 
at 7:30 P. M., Nov. 21st and continues over Sunday, the 22nd. 
If the opening of the school is anywt@re near to be compared 
with that of last year’s opening, it will be glorious. Never 
have I felt, in the sixteen years of my ministry, any more 
of a holy atmosphere than I experienced at the opening ses- 
sion of our school last term. It was an experience that shall 
never be forgotten by those who were present, and we are 
praying and looking to the Lord to give us His gracious smile 
of approval again this year as heretofore. 

Number Enrolled 

Eighty-seven were enrolled in our school of last year and 
we are expecting to hold our own this year. However, the 
severe drouth, damage done by the grasshoppers and other 
pests of these last days, which have brought great poverty 
in many of our sections, may hinder some students from 
coming. We trust that all will be able to be with us. 


Equipment 

Those staying at the school dormitories will be required 
to bring their own blankets. We furnish bed, springs, and 
mattress. Do not forget that you will be required to furnish 
your own bedding. If you desire to do light housekeeping, it 
will be necessary for you to bring all your light housekeeping 
equipment. 

Room 

We furnish room, heat, light, and tuition for the entire 
term for the small sum of forty dollars—ten dollars per month. 
That’s almost as cheap as you can live at home. If you desire 
to do light housekeeping the charge will be but a little extra, 
if any, and you will be permitted to housekeep in your room. 

Board 

If you desire boarding at the dining hall it will cost you 
fifteen dollars per month extra, which will mean the entire 
term for board, room, heat, lights, and tuition will be one 
hundred dollars. However, this does not include the books, 
which will be but a little. In case you pay your room, board, 
and tuition in advance, there will be a reduction granted. 

Duration of Term 

We are having a four months’ term this year—a month 
longer than last year. Starting the school on November 23, 
with an extra month more than last year, will give the stu- 
dents a chance to miss going home in the bad weather and 
snow. 

Prospects 

Within a month’s time I traveled in my territory over three 
thousand miles visiting the churches and trying to promote 
the cause of the Church. I found a number of students work- 
ing hard and arranging to attend the school. It seems that 
everyone is doing his best among our young people, and 
some of the older people, to attend the school. We are praying 
that the Lord will give everyone a chance, that some way 
will be provided for them to come. To those reading these 
lines we wish to say that, if you cannot attend the school 
but have a little money you would like to invest, no greater

MY PERSONAL TESTIMONY 

It was about seven years ago, when 
I was yet in Russia, that I did not know 
anything at all about Christ. I remember 
when I was going to school, the teach- 
ers used to teach us about evolution and 
very often I would wonder, “How can 
that be? If they claim that people came 
from monkeys, etc., why do not monk- 
eys become human beings at the presen: 
time?” I would still like to ask my old 
teachers that. 

Before I could come to this country 
I had to have a medical certificate and 
so to save money I went to a school doc- 
tor. He told me that I had a weak heart, 
so that I would not be able to go to the 
U. S. A. I believed the doctor and fel: 
very bad because of this, and thought 
that I would never see my father. After- 
ward I found out that the doctor had 
lied to me. He and all my teachers and 
school friends did not like the idea of 
my coming to the U. S. A. and they 
tried to persuade me to stay in Russia 
and continue my education, 

I remember how my _ grandmother 
used to say, “Without God you can do 
nothing.” She did not know much about 
God because she could not read the Bible 
and she did not have any Bible either, 
but she did believe that there was a God. 
So one day when I was out in the field 
working, I was thinking about all I had 
heard in school and from my grand- 
mother. I wondered if there was a God 
or if people sprang from monkeys. Af- 
ter thinking a long time I decided to say 
this, “Well, if there is a God like grand- 
mother says, He will help me to get to 
the U. S. A., even if I do have a weak 
heart; but if there is no God, then I 
will stay in Russia, or even if I start I 
will not get there.” As I think about 
that now, I really believe the Lord put

NEWS FROM INDIA 


Chengannur P. O., Travancore State, 
South India, Aug. 5, 1936. 

Dear Fellow-laborers, greetings in 
the worthy name of Jesus. 

Though we have never met any one 
of you (as far as I know), it is good to 
know that we belong to one great body, 
animated by one Spirit and cheered by 
one hope, one Head, to which each mem- 
ber is united by one faith and one bap- 
tism (1 Cor. 12:12), one God, the su- 
preme Source and Sustainer, with various 
gifts and functions. Thus in aim and 
purpose the planter and the waterer are 
one. How wonderfully God has wrought 
that we should get in touch with you 
through Brother Ingram and under such 
peculiar circumstances. 

It is about seven years since we sev- 
ered with the General Council of the 
Assemblies of God. It was not that we 
wanted to work independently that we 
broke fellowship, for we believe in and 
love co-operation, but it must be white- 
heated co-operation which has a tenden- 
cy to build God’s building, and not a 
society or an individual thing. Another 
reason amongst others for our breaking 
was that we did not feel to take a regu- 
lar salary. A detailed account is given 
in “Echoes from South India” No. 12. 

Later on we were more than ever con- 
vinced that our step was ordered by the 
Lord for when the great financial dif- 
ficulties arose and the question of work- 
ers’ salary came up, we could frankly 
teli all the workers, ‘““We have no salary. 
Let us trust God together”. Of course, 
a goodly number dropped off, but the 
worthy ones stayed, praise God. 

Then came another sore test. The na- 
tional spirit took possession of some of 
our workers and this was a great hin- 
drance to the revival fire which was 
smoldering under these conditions, but 
would nevertheless burst forth here and 
there in small flames, and we would have 
some blessing and uplift. However, other 
difficulties grew, especially the financial 
difficulty, so that we were driven by 
doubts and fears, but thank God, not de- 
spairing. At this time we were shown the 
need of being affiliated with a body, 
but which body? Where was there a 
body that would consider Indians co- 
equal in the carrying on of the work 
with us, and that would take a big part 
in supporting the work? We made it a 
subject of prayer and I know that many 
of our Indian brothers who were down- 
hearted were praying without ceasing. 
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We also were anticipating meeting two 
brethren of the General Council of the 
Assemblies of God who were intending 
to tour India, to whom we int@nded to 
present our desire, but instead of meet- 
ing these brethren from the General 
Council of the Assemblies of God, we 
met Brother Ingram of the Church of 
God, full gospel. Until that time we 
never knew that there was such a Pen- 
tecostal body in existence. 

While in the Hills for a much-needed 
rest, one day toward the end of last 
April, a man selling iace, who is also a 
preacher, called on us. He had previously 
visited us and had been given our Tra- 
vancore address. This time he showed 
me a card of Brother Ingram’s asking if 
I knew him. At once the Spirit witnessed 
that “here is our help.” This preacher 
had shown Brother Ingram our address 
and when Brother Ingram saw it, he 
sent word by this man that he would 
like to meet us. The next day an ap- 
pointment was made, and oh, how the 
Spirit witnessed as we met. It was glori- 
ous. 

After knowing the teaching of the 
Church of God and seeing that it was 
just like our teaching, which is the same 
as the General Council of the Assemblies 
of God, except that you stress holiness, 
which we believe is good and we se¢k to 
do the same, we saw that there was no 
reason why we should not present the 
matter to our people in Travancore. Af- 
ter.a few days of weighing and consid 
ering the matter, we decided to call a 
representative meeting of our assemblies. 
This was all arranged in a few days and 
when we came down from the Hills, we 
found everything in readiness, and we 
never before felt such an “Amen” to 
business transactions. From the minutes 
we are sending you, you can ascertain all 
that took place in the representative 
meeting. As we went around visiting 
some of the stations, the power seemed 
to sweep over us like great surges. Words 
cannot be found to express all that 
transpired in the few days of these 
meetings. Glory be to God! 

As far as we are concerned personally, 
we still want to take the stand that we 
have been taking since 1929, which is 
that we do not want to take any salarv 
but will consider all help given us as an 
offering, and this is also the stand that 
our workers are taking, that is, the 
money should come in a workers’ fund 
and be divided amongst the workers, We 
already have such a fund which we 
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have found to work well, even though 
it is far from being sufficient. 

Had it not been for the two offerings 
which you have sent us, we could not 
have run the Bible School this year. It 
is so wonderful that God has provided 
by your offerings. Also we were able to 
help some very needy workers by giving 
them a little increase to meet their need. 
Then, too, we were able to take up new 
work in the Tamil country which has so 
marvelously opened up to us. I have late- 
ly been there for a convention and am 
much encouraged by the outlook there. 

There is a hill station about seventy 
miles from us where there are hundreds 
of tea estates with thousands of coolies. 
We have not yet been able to do much 
work there, because of many inconven- 
iences, for which finances are needed. 
With your co-operation we can go over 
the top 100 per cent. Oh glory. Great 
things are ahead. Let us all take heart 
and pull together in this, God’s work, 
not yours or ours, but HIS work. 

It encourages us to know that we shall 
have so many at the home base praying 
for the work and us. This, after all, is 
the most important thing. Greetings in 
the Lord from us all,

MY VISIT TO HAITI 

Dear Evangel readers, greetings in Je- 
sus’ name. 

For years I had desired and prayed for 
an opportunity to visit the Republic of 
Haiti and on July 9th, through the 
brotherly kindness of Brother George 
Roland Roberts, the prayers were begun 
to be answered. We left Nassau on slow 
steamer about eight miles per hour. My 
associates aboard were friendly but not 
Christian. The first night I was seasick 
but I was soon all right and asleep. En 
route we called at Savannah Sound, Tar- 
pum Bay and Rock Sound. I made valua- 
ble contacts at these places. At Tarpum 
Bay I found, as usual, courtesy and an 
appeal for church services. At Rock 
Sound I noticed the progress of our 
church building. From Rock Sound our 
ship carried us to Clarence Town, Long 
Island. In His providence we wé®re at 
Clarence Town Sunday for several hours. 
I attended meeting and at the request 
of the sister, a missionary, I preached. 
My new friends there seemed happy to 
have me there with them and I was hap- 
py and thankful to try to edify and en- 
courage them in the Lord. After our en- 
couraging experience at Long Island, our 
ship steamed off for Inagua. Here we 
met friendly people. I had an opportun- 
ity to do some personal work and learned 
that another Pentecostal movement had 
a Church here of fifteen members. 

From Inagua we Ieft Bahamian land 
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and water for Haiti, After a night of 
rocking on the waves we came in signt 
of beautiful Haiti. It was awe-inspiring. 
The mighty hills or mountains reaching 
far up into the clouds was a glorious 
sight. As we drew near we could see 
villages on the mountain sides. All that 
whole day we gazed on those beautiful 
mountains, something I had not seen 
since I left Western North Carolina. 
About six o’clock we arrived in harbor 
at Port-au-Prince but stayed at Quaran- 
tine buoy until next morning when 
Haitian officers examined and _ piloted 
us to the wharf. Having reached Pori- 
au-Prince I was anxious to see Brother 
Herne, our overseer, his people and the 
interior of Haiti. With this desire I was 
soon ashore at the post office and soon 
at Brother Herne’s home. I was given a 
cordial reception besides a special recep- 
tion service. Shortly after the reception 
and the forming of acquaintances I en- 
joyed a splendid Haitian meal _ with 
Brother Herne. 

After lunch Brother Herne and I 
were soon seeing Port-au-Prince, a city 
of contrast—poverty and wealth, medi- 
evalism and modernity, of ugliness and 
beauty, of filth and cleanliness, barbar- 
ism and culture and every race and al- 
most every nationality. Roman Catholi- 
cism is quite predominant. I’ve never 
visited a city where Catholicism is so 
predominant and outstanding. In almost 
every direction is a convent or monas- 
tery and a cathedral, but best of all in 
Haiti is the great Church of God. Well, 
we saw the city and met a number of 
saints from the Church. We had a great 
service that night. The church was full 
and many stood on the outside and lis- 
tened so attentively. The s¢rvice was 
very inspiring. Next day we visited 
Grande Plaine. Here we have a church 
and the building is almost complete, I 
did not have the convenience to visit all 
of our churches but I visited enough to 
acquire an understanding of them. Our 
people in Haiti are very devoted to the 
cause of Christ. They are humble and 
possess those great characteristics that 
make their churches grow and go on for 
the Lord. Brother Herne is a great soul, 
an efficient leader, congenial, humble, 
industrious and diligent, a man of chas- 
tity, wisdom, faith and spiritual power, 
a good teacher and a great preacher. His 
whole heart and soul is in the work. He 
devotes his entire time and self to it. He 
loves his people and his people love him. 
They work together well and their work 
is making rapid progress. Brother Herne 
informs me that we have about 1,200 
members and twenty-one churches and 


that he expects to have twenty-nine or 
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thirty by the Assembly. We have a great 
opportunity and a great responsibility in 
Haiti and Santo Domingo. We preached 
several times and Brother Herne trans- 
lated the message into French to the 
congregations—a new but interesting ex- 
perience for me. 


On returning I stopped at Gonnaives. 
I desired to preach so much to those sin- 
bound souls but I did not have an inter- 
preter. I left them with a prayer and a 
longing to visit them again and preach 
Christ to these benighted souls. A visit 
to Haiti would cause you to desire to 
stay there and preach and teach Christ. 
If this would be impossible you would 
desire to pray and give liberally thar 
others could spread the full gospel there. 
By far, the vast majority of the inhabi- 
tants of Haiti have not had a chance to 
hear the full gospel. 

Our voyages to and from Haiti were 
made during this hurricane season in 
very dangerous waters. We travelled ap- 
proximately 1,200 miles, We barely es- 
caped two hurricanes. Much of both 
voyages was rough but with all this and 
more I enjoyed my visit and voyages to 
and from Haiti and give God the thanks 
for His special blessing. 

Haiti has 1,100 miles of automobile 
road. We have a good chance to get the 
fu:l gospel to Haiti’s 3,000,000 inhab- 
itants. I would like to write much about 
Haiti but 1 know space will not permit 
so I end with a very earnest request for 
prayer for our churches in the West 
Indies. I am much indebted to Brother 
and Sister Herne and Sister Scotland for 
their hospitality and courtesy. Let us 
work, pray, and give while it is yet day 
that much can be accomplished before 
the night of the tribulation overtakes us. 
—TI am yours in Christ for His cause in 
the West Indies, Wm.

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Do We Talk Too Much?

Is it possible, after we have been saved, 
sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, that we talk too much? “If any 
man among you seem to be religious and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth 
his own heart, this man’s religion is 
vain,” James 1:26. 

We want to be careful about the 
wrong use of our tongues. The Word 
tells us, “For in many things we offend 
ail. If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able also to 
bridle the whole body. Behold, we put 
bits in the horses’ mouths, that they may 
obey us; and we turn about their whole 
body. Behold also the ships, which 
though they be so great, and are driven 
of fierce winds, yet are they turned 
about with a very small helm, witherso- 


~ ever the governor listeth. Even so the 


tongue is a little member, and boasteth 
great things. Behold, how great a matter 
a little fire kindleth! And the tongue is 
a fire, a world of iniquity: so is the 
tongue among our members, that it de- 
fileth the whole body, and setteth on 
fire the course of nature; and it is set 
on fire of hell. For every kind of beasts, 
and of birds, and of serpents, and of 
things in the sea, is tamed, and hath beea 
tamed of mankind: But the tongue can 
no man tame; it is an unruly evil, full of 
deadly poison. Therewith bless we God, 
even the Father; and therewith curse we 
men, which are made after the simili- 
tude of God,” James 3:2-5. 

How careful we should be about our 
conversation for we can very easily say 
things that hurt us and those we speak 
of. Many times if we would keep quiet 
we would feel better and folks would 
have more confidence in us. Many times 
we have had our confidence jarred in 
someone trying to pull down somebody 
we loved. We are commanded to pray for 
all men and then we are commanded to 
love our enemies and pray for those who 
despitefully use us. If we love people we 
will not be so anxious to pull them down 
by our words. The Bible tells us to let 
our words be few for God is in heaven 
and we are on earth and we are justified 
by our words or we are condemned by 
our words. Again, “Out of the abund- 
ance of the heart the mouth speaketh.” 
If what some folks talk about is in their 
hearts, they have very bad hearts. And if 
a man has vain religion if he bridles not 
his tongue, some folks whom I have seen 
have vain religion. 

Just a five-minute talk can shake 
people’s confidence in us until it might 
take years to gain back, I feel like we 
need a bridle so we will not let our 


tongues just say anything. If we would 
only talk to God more and men less, we 
would be better off. That time we spent 
in trying to pull down that little 
preacher, if it had been spent on our 
knees or in our prayer room in his behalf, 
we would have obeyed the Lord better 
and we would have felt better. I am 
afraid love doesn’t reign among us as it 
should. When we get to where we are 
all eyes and ears and no heart we are 
very poorly balanced in our religious af- 
fairs. It will not polish my shoes to cast 
dirt on my brother’s shoes. 

I have known preachers whom you 
could always look for when you went to 
town, hanging around the lunch stand 
talking about somebody, perhaps some 
member of their congregation, then 
when church time came they were dead, 
dry, and formal. No wonder they had to 
have a program—they had not taken 
time to pray through; they had talked 
through. O God, help us to live what we 
preach and talk like Christians ought to 
talk. 

The Bible tells us our conversation is 
in heaven, also to overcome evil with 
good. Our conversation ~ should be 
seasoned with salt. About one of the 
most hateful things I ever saw was to 
hear one talking about all of the faults 
and mistakes of one who is absent, try- 
ing all they can to pull them down, and 
when the party appears they grab their 
hand, press a kiss to their cheek, and say, 
“My dear brother, I am so glad to see 
you. You always have been such a pre- 
cious brother to me. I have always loved 
you ard appreciated you.” God deliver me 
from speaking one thing to a man’s back 
and another to his face. Deliver me from 
being a hypocrite. 

Someone asked me, “Brother Weeks, 
what makes you pray so much?”
